NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 23rd April, 1999 

S.O. 281 (E). —Whereas under sub-section (1) of Section 72 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 1966), 
read with sub-section (3) thereof, the Board constituted under the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 (Punjab Act VIII of 1925) shall, 
on and from the 1 st day of November, 1966, continue to function and operate in those areas in respect of which it was 
functioning and operating immediately before that day, subject to such directions as may from time to time be issued by the 
Central Government, until other provision is made by law in respect of the said Board; 

And whereas, under sub-section (2) of Section 72, any such direction may include a direction that any law by which 
the said Board is governed shall, in its application to that Board, have effect, subject to such exceptions and modifications as 
may be specified in the direction; 

And whereas the Shiromani Gurdwara Prabandhak Committee, Amritsar has passed a Resolution requesting the 
Government of India to declare and add ‘Takhat Sri Damdama Sahib, Talwandi Sabo, Bhatinda (Punjab)' as a “Takhat” by 
making amendments in the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 to fulfill the long-standing demand of the Sikhs; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with sub-sections (2) and (3) of Section 
72 of the Punjab reorganisation Act, 1966, the Central Government hereby directs that the Sikh Gurdwaras Act, 1925 
(Punjab Act VIII of 1925) hereinafter referred to as the Act shall effect, as from the date of issue of this notification, subject 
to the following further modifications, namely :— 

Modifications 

In clause (ii) of sub-section (1) of Section 43 of the Act 

for the words “following four Takhats”, the words “following five Takhats” shall be substituted, 
the word “and” occurring after the word ‘Patna’ shall be omitted; 

after the words “the Sri Takhat Hazur Sahib, Hyderabad Deccan”, the following shall be added, namely :— 
;“and the Sri Takhat Damdama Sahib, Talwandi Sabo, Bhatinda, Punjab”. 

In clause (ii) of sub-section (1) of Section 43— A of the Act:— 

for the words "following four Takhats” the words “following five Takhats” shall be substituted; 

the word “and” occurring after the word ‘Patna’ shall be omitted; 

after the words “the Sri Takhat Hazur Sahib, Nanded; and” the following shall be added; namely 

“the Sri Takhat Damdama Sahib, Talwandi Sabo, Bhatinda, Punjab; and”. 

In the Act for the words “four Sikh Takhats”, wherever they occur, the words “five Sikh Takhats” shall be 
substituted.
